Continuation of 11: As currently drafted, the claims require a first polyepoxide 
disposed on the surface of the untwisted yarns and a second polyepoxide disposed on 
the surface of the twisted cord. As detailed in the previous communication, the above 
noted claim language does not require the respective polyepoxide coatings to be 
different from one another. The data submitted by applicant does not provide 
evidence that a two-step application process results in a materially different 
article, as compared to a single step application process (Boon), given an 
equivalent coating thickness. The data in Table A appears to suggest, assuming the 
same thickness on the adhesive activated yarns, that the presence of more coating (as 
a result of a second step) results in an improvement in runflat endurance. These 
results, though, are not commensurate in scope with the claimed invention as the claims 
are entirely silent as to the thickness or dimension of the respective polyepoxide layers. 
A more persuasive showing of unexpected results would be a comparison between a 
first cord formed with a single application process and a second cord formed with a two- 
step application process, wherein the combined thicknesses of the two-step process are 
equal to the thickness of the one-step process. In this instance, any realized benefits 
would be clearly attributable to the two-step process. 

Also, it is emphasized that the data submitted by applicant does not suggest that 
the specific manufacturing method imparts distinctive structural characteristics to the 
final product (being that the claims contain product-by-process limitations). There is no 
indication that a detectable interface is present between the first and second 
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polyepoxide coatings and thus, it is unclear if the respective methods result in materially 
different products (given an equivalent coating thickness).
